Dr. C. A. Clarke showed two larvae of the Large Blue (Maculinea arion) 
living in association with red ants (Myrmica ruginodis). The larvae had been 
reared from eggs laid by a Cornish female: the ants were of Cheshire stock. 
The ‘“‘ walnut method ” used was that described by Captain Purefoy in 1915. 


Mr. P. F. Mattingly and Dr. C. A. Clarke each gave a paper on interspecific 
hybridization, Mr. Mattingly dealing with Culicine mosquitoes and Dr. Clarke 
with Papilio species of the machaon group. Abstracts of these papers were 
printed on pages 41 and 42. 


Dr. P. M. Sheppard (a visitor) discussed the genetics involved in these con- 


tributions.
